former condition. And any settling or other defect which 
may occur from such work shall be remedied and fixed by the 
party whose premises the connections were made for and in 
the event of their failure so to do, the street committee shali 
have same done at once and require the owner to pay for the 
work so done.

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CHAPTER X. 


CONCERNING VAGRANTS, 


Sec. 1. Any able-bodied person who shall go about beg- 
ging or loitering without some visible means of subsistence or 
honest employment ; any person who shall unlawfully return to 
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town after having been legally removed; all persons who, not 
having the wherewithal to’ maintain themselves and families, 
live idly and without émployment, and refuse to work for the 
common and usual wages given to other laborers in the like 
work in the town; all persons going about from door to door, 
or placing themselves in the streets, highways or other public 
places to beg alms, and all other persons wandering about in 
the streets and begging, unless disabled and incapable of work ; 
all persons who shall come to town and loiter and reside there- 
in and following .no labor, trade, business or occupation, and 
having no visible means of support, and can give no reasonable 
account of themselves or their. business, shall be considered 
as vagrants, and shall be subject to all penalties imposed by 
law upon vagrants, Code of 1887, Sections 885 and 886, and 
all acts amendatory thereto. 

Sec. 2. Any vagrant who shall be found within the town 
limits, by warrant of the mayor, may be brought before him 
and required to leave the town within twenty-four hours, or 
shall be required to give security for good behaviour for the 
period of twelve months. 

Sec. 3. The sergeant of the town shall be and is hereby 
required and empowered, upon discovering any vagrant or 
vagrants in the town, to bring them before the mayor, and if 
upon examination it shall be found that the person or persons 
are within the true description of a vagrant as described in 
Sec. 1, he may, by his warrant, order such vagrant or vagrants 
to be employed in labor for a term not exceeding twelve 

months. | 

Sec. 4. If a person by whom a fine is incurred be an 
infant, the said fine may, in the discretion of the mayor, be 
imposed on him or his parent or guardian; if an indentured 
apprentice, on his master; and if a married woman, on her 
husband. 

Sec. 5. Execution may be issued immediately after judg- 
ment for any fine. imposed, unless the amount of said judgment 
and costs be forthwith paid or satisfactory security given for 
its payment within such time, not exceeding ten days, as the 
mayor or other justice rendering the judgment may prescribe, 
except in case of an appeal in the manner prescribed by law. 
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If the fine be not paid, security given, or appeal taken, the 
party may be committed to jail; or if the mayor elects to do so, 
he may require the party to pay the fine imposed in labor for 


the benefit of the town and under the direction of the proper 


officers for such daily wages as may be fixed by the mayor.

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HARBOR MASTER’S RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR THE PORT OF SMITHFIELD. 
HIS DUTIES. 


He is charged with general and specfic duties as defined in 
Rules, Regulations and Orders of the Council, which have 
been or may be from time to time promulgated. 

His jurisdiction is concurrent over the harbor of Smith- 
field. 

He is vested with authority to designate the anchorage 
grounds of all vessels, and is required to keep the channel-way 
and track of steamers clear. | 

It is his duty to berth vessels at appropriate wharves and 
docks; and when called upon by the proprietor or occupant of 
any wharf or dock to change the berth of any vessel lying at 
such occupant’s premises, it is made his duty to move such 
vessel to some other wharf, or to a safe anchorage in the 
stream. | 

He is charged with the execution of the police regulations 
which have been or may hereafter be adopted for the better 
government of the harbor, and will report all delinquents and 
offenders to the mayor.

7. The harbor master has full authority, and he is hereby 
required so to regulate the manner in which a vessel shall lie 
at any of the wharves that the facilities for discharging and 
receiving cargo may be afforded as generally as may be prac- 
ticable, and as will best promote the public interest. 

8. No person in charge of any ship or vessel shall permit 
any fire to be kept on the deck thereof while lying at any

o’clock at night and 6 o’clock in the morning, from the first 
of October to the first of April.

10. If any vessel shall be lying in any dock, or at the en- 
trance thereof, so as to obstruct any vessel that shall be coming 
into the same, removing from one place to another therein, or 
going out of the same, the vessel so obstructing, unless actually 
engaged in loading or unloading, and then if deemed expedient 
alty at the rate of $2.50 per hour for the delay which shall be 
occasioned to the passing vessel, unless in cases where some 
unavoidable casualty or accident may make it impracticable to 
remove such obstructing vessel. 


11. It shall be the duty of the captain or other person 
having in charge any vessel lying at any of the wharves or 
docks, to tep the yards, rig in the jib-booms, and place the 
anchor or anchors on the deck of such vessel whenever re- 
quired so to do by the harbor master, or the occupant of any 
wharf, or his agent; and any person having charge of any 
vessel who shall neglect or refuse to obey the directions afore- 
said shall forfeit and pay a fine of $2.50 for each and every 
offence. 

12. No pitch, tar or other inflammable matter shall be 
heated on board any vessel lying at any wharf or dock in the 
harbor. Penalty of $5.00 for every offence. 

13. Vessels whose draft of water will admit of loading on 
the flats out of the way of passing steamers will be permitted 
so to load, but no vessel whose draft of water when loaded is 
over eight feet will be allowed to load in the stream, except in 
cases of emergency, and then only by special permission from 
the mayor. 

14. Shooting from the deck of any vessel or boat within 


the harbor is positively prohibited. Any violation of this order | 
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will subject the party so offending to a fine of $2.50 nor more 
than $10.00. 

_15. Should any steamer plying in this harbor use wood as 
fuel, a spark catcher or some other effectual spark extin- 
guisher must be attached to the smokestacks of all such 
steamers, so as to prevent the escape of burning flakes. A 
non-observance of this section will subject the offending 
steamers and owners to a fine of $5.00 for each and every 


effence; and to full damages for any loss that may be sus-: 


tained by fire traceable to any such steamer using wood for 
fuel. 

16. Any person violating any rule or regulation herein 
contained, or disobeying any lawful order of a harbor master, 
for which no penalty is specifically provided, shall be fined not 
less than $2.50 nor more than $10.00, to go in the town 
treasury.

CHAPTER I.—RULES OF CONSTRUCTION. 


Sec. 1. In the construction of this and all future Ordinances, the 
following rules shall be observed, unless such construction would be 
inconsistent with the manifest intention of the Ordinance. 

RuLeE 1. A word importing the singular number shall apply with 
equal force to several persons or things, and a word importing the 
plural number shall apply to one person or thing. 

A word importing the masculine gender shall apply to all of the 
same species without reference to sex or age. 

The word “person” shall be applicable to bodies politic and cor- 
porate, as well as to natural persons. 

RULE 2. The word “Justice” shall comprehend the Mayor, an Al- 
derman or any Justice of the County. | | 

RULE 3. The word “Street” shall comprehend every street or lane | 
in the town, public or private. 

RuLE 4. When a notice is required to be given or an act to be 
done, a certain length of time before proceedings can be had, the 
day on which such notice is given or act done, shall be counted in 
computing the time. But the day on which such proceeding is to be 


had shall not be counted. 


Sec. 2. No new Ordinance shall be construed to repeal a former 
one, unless so stated specially in the new one. , 

Sec. 3. When any Ordinance which repeals another, shall itself be 
repealed, the previous one shall not be revived, unless so stated. 


CHAPTER I].— OFFICERS. 


Sec. 4. The official year of this Corporation shall begin on the 
first day of July, and the fsca/ year on the first day of January in 
each year. 

Sec. 5. The regular meetings of the Council shall be held on the 
first Tuesday in each month. Special meetings may be convened at 
any time by the Mayor, or by the summons of three Aldermen. 

Sec. 6. At the first meeting held on or after the first day of July 
next succeeding their election and qualification, the Council shall elect 
from its members, a Treasurer and a Clerk, (one and the same person 
may hold both) and from the electors of the town a Commissioner of 
the Revenue, a Collector and a Surveyor of the Streets, (the same 
person may hold all of these offices, and also be the Town Sergeant) 
whose term of office shall be for two years, or during the will of the 
Council, and until their successors shall be elected and qualified. 

Sec. 7. Thé Council shall judge of the election, qualification and 
returns of its members, may fine them for disorderly behaviour, and 
with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member; and its powers 
to order new elections to fill vacancies, &c., are fully prescribed in 
Xin Co, 1887, ec, 1O4e

Sec. 8. The place of holding town elections and meetings of Coun- 
cil shall be fixed by Ordinance. 


Src. 9. With the unanimous consent of the Council, a non-resi- 
dent may be appointed a town officer. 


Sec. 10. At the regular meeting in January, annually, the Council 
shall determine the sum total necessary to be appropriated for detray- 
ing the expenses of the corporation during the ensuing year, and to 
cover any deficiency of the preceding one, on which as a premise the 
Council shall proceed to lay a levy on the real and personal property 
of the town and assess, on any business which by law a license may 
be required, license for raising a revenue sufficient to meet the several 
appropriations decided to be requisite for the year. 


CHAPTER III].—QUALIFICATION OF OFFICERS. 


Sec. 11. The Mayor and Aldermen, before assuming office, shall 
qualify before a proper municipal or county officer by taking the oath 
_ required by law, and all other town officers in addition to taking the 
oath of office shall severally execute bonds, with sufficient security, in 
a penalty prescribed by the Council, conditioned for the faithful dis- 
charge of his official duties, and the taking and executing said oaths 
and bonds shall be entered on the journal. 


Sec. 12. With the consent of the Council and subject to its re- 
moval, a town officer who is not a member of the Council may ap- 
point a deputy for whose acts his principal shall be held responsible. 


CHAPTER IV.—TREASURER. 


Sec. 13. The official bond of the Treasurer shall be ina penalty of 
not less than double the sum of his probable annual receipts, to be 
delivered to the Clerk and its receipt noted on the journal. 


Sec. 14. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys payable into the 
town treasury and disburse the same by order of the Council, signed 
by the Mayor, and countersigned by the Clerk. Under the directions 
of the Council he shall provide books and stationery necessary for 
his official duties. 


Sec. 15. The Clerk shall deliver to the Treasurer on or before the 
first day of May, annually, and take his receipt for the same, the tax 
bills, town levies and any other claims due the corporation, which he 
shall forthwith proceed to collect, after five days public notice given 
by advertisemnt at the Mayor’s office, and two or more suitable places 
that he will receive the town taxes and dues at his office or place of 
business, daily, between the hours of 10 o’clock, A. M. and 3 P. M., 
from the first day of May until the first day of July following. 


Sec. 16. The Treasurer shall be allowed a compensation for his 
services of five per centum on the annual amount received by him 
into the treasury, payable at the expiration of his official term ; and 
for any violation of the provisions of this Chapter, not amounting to 
felony or misdemeanor, shall forfeit a sum double the damage incur- 
red, recoverable on his official bond by action or motion in a court 
of record or before a Justice. 
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CHAPTER V.—CLERK, 


Sec. 17. The Clerk shall attend all meetings of the Council ; shall 
enter on his journal a fair record of its proceedings ; have the custody 
of all books, papers, records, blanks and stationery belonging or ap- 
pertaining to the corporation; provide when so directed books and 
stationery necessary for the use of the Council and suitable for his 
official duties ; turnish the Commissioner of the Revenue with proper 
assessment books; make out and deliver to the Treasurer all tax 
bills, licenses, certificates, and other levies; issue when properly di- 
rected, licenses and summons; and prepare advertisements, notices, 
and other public writings properly ordered. 

Sec. 18. The Clerk shall receive for his services such compensa- 
tion as the Council shall allow, and for failing to attend any meeting 
of the Council without satisfactory excuse may be fined fifty cents; 
and for violating any other provisions of this Chapter shall forfeit 
double the damage incurred, recoverable by action at law. 


CHAPTER VI—Town SERGEANT. 


Sec. 19. The official bond of the Town Sergeant shall be in the 
penalty of five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 20. Within the corporate limits and one mile beyond, his ju- 
risdiction, powers, duties, liabilities and fees are the same as those of 
a constable. | : 

Sec. 21. Five days previous to any municipal election, he shall 
post notices at three or more places jn the town, stating the time and 
place of same, and receive fifty cents for each notice. | 

Sec. 22. In the absence or vacancy in office or any other cause of 
inability of the Town Sergeant to act, process under ordinances or 
state laws may be executed by the sheriff or constable of the county. 


CHAPTER VII.—CoOMMISSIONER OF THE REVENUE. 


Sec. 23. He shall ‘perform all the duties, exercise all the powers, 
and be liable to all the penalties prescribed by the act of incorpora- 
tion, the general laws of the State, and the existing or any future or- 
dinances passed by the Council. 

Sec. 24. On or before the first day of February annually the Clerk 
shall furnish him with books properly arranged for his duties, when 
he shall proceed to assess all the subjects within the limits of the cor- 
poration on which the Council has ordered a tax to be levied or a li- 
cense to be granted for the next succeeding fiscal year; and he shall 
complete the same and deliver his books to the Mayor or Clerk on 
or before the first day of March following. 

Sec. 25. All persons liable to be assessed and listed shall on oath 
or affirmation, when called on by the Commissioner of the Revenue, 
give such list as the ordinance specifies and exhibit the property, if 
required, and for a refusal to comply with these provisions or any 
other ordinance or any laws of the State relating thereto and especi- 
ally those laws laid down in Chapter XXIV, V. C. of 1887, the de- 
linquent shall forfeit and pay not less than five nor more than twenty 
dollars. 

Sec. 26. The Commissioner of the Revenue shall receive two dol- 
lars each day necessarily employed in these duties, and for failing to 
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perform any duty required of him by this chapter, the laws of the 
State, or the charter and ordinances of the town, he shall forfeit all 
right to compensation. 


CHAPTER VIll.—Co.recror, . 
Sec. 27. The official bond of the Collector shall be in a penalty of 


not less than double the amount of his annual collections. | 

Sec. 28. On all taxes, levies and other claims which remain unpaid 
after the first day of July five per centum shall be added, and the 
Collector shall collect the principal and premium by levy, distress, 
garnishee or otherwise, as the law directs, Any loss to the town 
treasury, arising from delay or neglect ot the Collector, unless he sat- 
isfactorily shows the collection of any such claim to have been im- 
practicable, shall be reimbursed by the Collector. - | 

Sec. 29. At each monthly meeting of the Council, the Collector 
shall pay over to the Treasurer, and jn his absence, to the Mayor or 
Council, all moneys he may have collected to that date ; and on or 
before the regular meeting in July of each year he shall settle his 
transactions of the preceeding fiscal year with the Treasurer, Mayor 
or Council. For all taxes and levies against insolvent and non-resi- 
dent property returned and certified, the Collector shall have credit 
on his receipt. 

Sec. 30. The Collector shall receive for his services five per “cant, 
on the amount collected during his term: and for failing to perform 
any duty required of him by this Chapter, the laws of the State, the 
Charter and Ordinances of the town, he shall forfeit all rights to com- 
pensation. | 


CHAPTER IX.—SURVEYVOR OF STREETS. 


Sec. 31. All male residents of the town not exempt by law, shall be 
compelled to work on the streets three days of each year, in person 
or by substitute, with such tools and implements as the Surveyor may 
direct. Provided, that any such person may elect in lieu of personal 
service in any year, to pay anannual street tax of two dollars and 
twenty-five cents.
